It is a concentration of British 
forces on a large scale in an unex--: 
pected quarter, and the whole move- 
ment has been so cleverly cdéncealed 
that no military writer in London has 
been able to forecast the precise di- 
rection of Roberts’s advance. What is 
more important, the Dutch themselves 
apparently have been misled, for they 
have weakened their forces in the 
quarter where an attack will be made 
and strengthened them where the Brit- 
ish will remain on the defensive. This 
general flanking movement has been 
supported by a movement of mounted 
infantry from the Orange River rall- 
way crossing to Randam. This was 
the strong column described as a 
mounted infantry brigade, and Col. 
Hannay, who commanded it, had an 
engagement with the Boers on the hilis 
and finally pushed his force through to 
its destination Tuesday with compara- 

tively slight losses, the casualty list 
amounting to thirty-nine. 

This entire movement, with its con- 

centration of nearly all British bat- 

talions outside of Natal and the slender 

columns left under Gatacre and 

Clemente, has been brought about by 

scientific strategy under rigorous op- 

eration of the censorship, the utility of 

which has been demonstrated. At last 

an army corps and strong auxiliary 

forces have been massed where the 

enemy are weakest, and the previous 

balance of forces in the military prob- 

lem has been suddenly upset.

Lord Roberts, 
with at least 40,000 infantry, 7000 cav- 
alry and 150 guns, has turned the Mag- 
ersfontein lines, before which their 
forces have been encamped for ten 
weeks, and with half of his corps he is 
already operating on Free State ter- 
ritory. A battle has not yet been 
fought, but large tactical advantages 
have been gained. The relief of Kim- 
berley is within measureable reach, and 
the way to Bloemfontein is appreciably 
easier.

Judge Taft Decides That He Has No 


Goebel Election Law Denounced as the 


Most Infamous Statute That Ever 
Demanded the Attention of 
Any Court.

EX-CONSUL MACRUM TRIES TO 
FIGURE IT OUT. 

He Makes a Personal Statement 

Wherein He Intimates That the Gov- 

ernment Discharged Him Because He 

Objected to Acting in Behalf 

British Interests. 


{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14—The fol- 
lowing signed statement was given 0®@ 
this evening by Charles E. Macrum, 
former United States Copsu] to Pre- 
toria: 

“The situation in Pretoria was such 
that, first, as an official, I could not 
remain there while my government at 
home was apparently in the dark as to 
the exact conditions in South Africa; 
secondly, as a man and citizen of the 
United States, I could not remain in 
Pretoria, sacrificing my own self-re- 
spect, and that of the people of Pre- 
toria while the government at home 
continued to leave me in t 
of a British Consul and 
can Consul. I want to say right here 
that there was not one single request 
made of me through the Department of 
State looking to the care of British in- 


fill and report upon according to my 
orders. On the other hand, American 
interests in South Africa were in that 
condition which demanded that the De- 
partment of State should be cognizant 
of them. . 

“I issued the statement received from 
the State Department that Americans 
must remain neutral. In the face of 
this. Americans were continually going 
to the front and taking up arms in the 
cause of the Boers. I could not help 
but know that many of these were citi- 
zens of the United States. I also knew 
that many of them, in utter despair 
at the attitude of our own government, 
were taking the oath of allegiance to 
the Transvaal republic. When affairs 
had reached that state that my vice- 


his business, took the oath of allegiance 
to the republic and went to the front 
as a burgher, I thought the time tad 
come when I should make a report of 
these conditions. 

“Tt was over four weeks from the 
time the war opened before I received 
a single mail dispatch from my rov- 
ernment or a persona] letter. The mail 
for the Transvaal had all been stopped 
at Cape Town by order of the High 
Commissioner. When this mail was 
finally forwarded to me after Col. 
Stowe. the Consul-General at Cape 
Town, had secured its release, I had the 
humiliation, as the representative of 
the American government, of sitting in 
my office tn Pretoria and looking upon 
envelopes bearing the official seal of the 
American government opened and offi- 
claly sealed with a sticker, notifving 
me that the contents had been read by 
the censor at Durban. 

“TI looked up tn the law, but failed to 
find anywhere that one military power 
can use itsown discretion as to forward- 
ing the official dispatches of a neutral 
rovernment to its representative in a 
besieged country. The mail service from 
Pelazwon Bay to Europe was continually 
interrupted by the action of men-of- 
war at that port. The service was over 


two weeks longer than by the Weet 
y evacuated it with | Coast, and 


there were continual rumors 


to their governments 
by the censor. 

“I filed one cable in the interest of 
an American in Pretoria, which was 
refused absolutely by the censor in 
Durban. This cable I sent to the 
flancée of a Mr. Nelson, an American 
business man in Pretoria. She was on 
her way to South Africa from Buffalo, 
N. Y., when the war broke out. Ac- 
cording to a letter which Mr. Nelson 
received just before the war com- 
menced, she was buying her trousseau 
in Europe. The cable requested her to 
come by the east coast. When I in- 
formed Mr. Nelson that the cable had 
not been sent, his brother took the 
oath of allegiance to the republic, and 
went to the front. 

“But these are simple minor details. 
The misrepresentations which had been 
going on before the war and after it 
opened were of such a serious nature 
and would require such detailed ex- 
planation, that on the 6th of Novem- 
ber, I filed a cable to the department, 
in code, stating that I wished leave of 
absence in order to visit the States. I 


set forth in this cable that my Vice- | 


Consul had enlisted in the Boer army; 
that a Mr. Atterbury, an American 
whom I had known very favorably for

partment that the situation was not 
critical; that Mr. Atterbury was com- 
petent, and that my presence in 
America was important. No reply was 
received, and I wired again on the 
llth, stating that no reply had 
received, and again urged a favorable 
reply. No reply was received to this. 
“On the Mth of November I again 
wired the department, stating that I 
could not leave without permission; 
that I would forfeit my post if the 
reasons which I would make to the de- 
partment did not prove satisfactory. 
This cable was delayed by the censor 
until the 24 of December, when I had 
advices that it had just been for- 
warded. On the 18th of November I 
again filed a cable, stating that three 
of my cables had been unanswered, 
and stating that a substitute would 
answer as Consul during my absence, 
and requested a reply. To this I re- 
ceived a reply immediately, which was 
a reiteration of the reply to my firs 
cable. Upon receipt of this reply, 
which was on the 20th of November, I 
immediately wrote to the department 
accepting the refusal to grant my 
leave, and stating in that letter that 
I would abide by the decision of the 
department, and attempt to convey an 
intelligent idea for the department's 
guidance of the conditions there in 
mail dispatches. On the 4th of De- 
eember, I received reply from the de- 
Pa:iment to

arded. It read as follows: 
You may come home. Put Atter- 
bury temporarily in charge. Depart- 
ment will send mail from here.’ This 
was signed ‘Hay.’ Thereupon I cabled 
the department as follows: ‘Sail 18th, 
by Naples.’

“IT appreciated the seriousness of the 
conditions in South Africa to the ex- 
tent that, on my way to Washington, 
believing that I was still the Consul 
in Pretor I refu to make any 
statement at would in any way in- 
volve the department or embarrass it 
My one object was to lay the infor- 
mation before the department as to the 
true state of affairs in South Africa. 
If the department thought these facts 
were of value sufficient to warrant the 
expense of the trip I had taken, I 
expected to be remunerated and return 
to Pretoria, leaving the department to 
act as it saw fit upon the facts which 
I laid before it. 

“Instead of this, I find that Secertary 
Hay, whether acting upon the reports 
in the newspapers, or upon advice from 
the British government, or some other 
motive, I don’t know, saw fit not to 
wait until I could present my reasons 
in persons and has been a silent or 
conniving partner to discrediting re- 
ports. of my official acts. I come home 
to find an attempt has been made to 
tear down my personal reputation. I 
wish to state right here that when I 
accepted my post as Consul, I knew 
nothing of any secret alliance between 
America and Great Britain, and that 
IT had seen nothing in the regulations 
which made the Consul of the American 
republic subject. to the whims and ca- 
prices of an English military censor at 
Durban. I came to America with a 
motive, of which I am not ashamed. 

“There is not one soul who can point 
to a single official act of mine which 
departed from the strictest neutrality. 
My confidential dispatches to the de- 


partment contained information which 


will show my sympathy for the re- 
public, but which time will prove to be 
unbiased as to actual facts. 

“My acts as a public officer are all 
recorded at the department. My acts 
now as a private man can in no way in- 
volve the public service, and I simply 
make this statement in my own defense 
as against those which have come from 
the department, secretly and officially.

HIS UNEXPECTED FINISH. 
\JACK O'BRIEN KNOCKED OUT. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 14.—Young 
Peter Jackson” of San Francisco 
knocked out Jack O’Brien of Philadel- 
phia in the thirteenth round at the Na- 
tional Athletic Club tonight. The end 
came unexpectediy, O’Brien having 
much the better of the fight up to this 
stage. A right swing to the jaw, fol- 
lowed closely by a hard right in the pit 
of the stomach, laid the Philadelphian 
out long beyond the ten-second limit.

These blows, however, 
lacked force, and up to the sixth round 
Jackson seemed none the worse for the 
countless blows which had landed on 
his face and head. He contented him- 
self with boring in on O’Brien and oc- 
casionally landing on the latter’s ‘body. 
O’Brien’s cleverness: in eluding the 
colored man’s blows was marvelous; 
in fact. his work in this respect was a 
revelation, and elicted well-merited ap- 
plause. 

In the seventh round O’Brien worked 
his right and left like piston rods to 
the negro’s face and head, but the lat- 
ter never winced under the punish- 
ment. This sort of work appeared to 
tire the Philadelphian, and from this 
round on his blows grew weaker. 

During a mix-up in the thirteenth 
round, Jackson swung his right hard 
on O’Brien’s jaw, which dazed him. He 
clung desperately to the negro, appar- 
ently to last out the round, but the 
latter sent in a hard right to the 
stomach, which put O’Brien down and 
out. He was carried to his dressing- 
room, and it was fully fifteen minutes 
before he recovere sufficiently to 
realize that he had defeated.

It is our nati crime. China has 
opened the door to its four hundred 
million human souls for us. Russia, 
France, Germany and England were 
dividing that age empire as Africa 
was divided. e might have lost it. 
England was in despair. Its trade wag 
ridiculed by Russia, Germany and 
France. But the United States alone 
opened the doors of China and accom- 
plished one of the greatest achieve- 
ments in history.

MUCH INTEREST TAKEN IN THE 
NICARAGUA CANAL 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 14.—The 
Mexican papers are giving much at- 
tention to American topics, especially 
the proposed conetruction of the Nica- 
raguan Canal and the Mormons. The 
Jatter subject is of especial domestic 
interest, on account of the flourishing 
Mormon colonies in the northern part 
of the republic.

Taking a wholly distinct view of the 
Americans and their ambitions, El 
Mundi, the organ of the Liberal party 
now in power here, comments on thé 
adoption of the Nicaraguan Canal proj- 
ect by the American Congress, ana 
gays that “Mexico, like all Latin- 
American countries having territory 
on the Pacific, is bound to be bene- 
fited by the canal. The fact that the 
canal will enable use largely to in- 
crease our exports of ore, is sufficieny 
evidence that it will be highly advan- 
tageous to us.” 

The Mexican Herald says that by the 
construction of the canal the United 
States extends its southern coast line 
far to the south, and that the canm 
will be the means of making the Mex- 
ican west coast ports prosperous, and 
will enable Mexico to bulld up ite Pa. 
cific Coast in preparation for sharing 
in the commerce which is to fill the 
Pacific Ocean, as was predicted by 
Secretary of State Seaward, whose pole 
icy President McKinley is consistently 
earrying out.

GOLDEN AGES OF 
LITERATURE. 


L—THE LITERATURE OF EGYPT. 
BY PROF. ELMER MORE, 
Harvard University. 


Even to the men of ancient Greece 
and Rome, Egypt was a land of dark- 
ness, and to us of today something of 
the old mystery and allurement still 
attach to the dwellers on the Nile. 
Herodotus brought away admiration 
for this people, whom he visited, be- 
cause, as he said, they did everything 
exactly opposite to the rest of the 
world. And Plato declared the Greeks 
were but children, ignorant of life, in 
comparison with the riper civilization 
of Egypt. From a careful study of 
inscriptions and papyrus manuscripts 
we have come to know many things 
about the land that were dark to the 
wise men of Athens. We know that 


the Greeks did not learn nearly s0 
much as they thought from the 
priests of the Nile, and we know that 
Herodotus’s account of the Egyptian 
religion is in some important partic- 
ulars quite false, but we have still 
much to discover. Yet in one respect 
our feeling toward the land has not 
changed from that of Plato and his 
contemporaries. Its civilization is in- 
deed old, and gives, us authentic 
records that go further -back prob- 
ably than any others of the world, 
and a strange immutability seemed to 
possess the land. It is this antiquity 
and immutability that more than any- 
thing else lends a mystery to the peo- 
ple of the Nile. The vast pyramids, 
the solemn temples, the placid re-

iterated forms of sculpture, the 
Sphinx staring out upon infinity—all 
these affect us with the same awe 
of magnitude and long enduring time 
that ‘aroused the wonder of ancient: 
travelers. 

Even the written language of the 
land impresses us in the same way, 
and there is no more romantic chap- 
ter in the history of scholarship than 
the deciphering of the hieroglyphs. 
In 1799 one of Napoleon’s officers dis- 
covered at Rosetta a stone containing 
an inscription in hieroglyphic and de- 
motic writing, with a Greek transla- 
tion, and the attempt to decipher the 
Egyptian characters by means of the 
Greek gave the first real impulse to 
the study. But it remained for an- 
other Frenchman, Champolilian, to 
find the key to these strange signs. 
He began his study of the language 
in 1818, and in nine years had laid the 
foundation of all that has since been 
done. 

The Egyptians employed three kinds 
of writing—the hieroglyphic and the 
hieratic, used especially by the priests, 
and the demotic, of later origin and 


less importance, used by the people. 
The hieroglyphic is com of pic- 
tures and conventional s , some of 


which represent ideas and others 
mere sounds. Thus, for instance, the 
ture of a vulture is drawn to sig- 
nify the word, and such a picture is 
an ideograph. The phonetic 


on the other hand, form a sort 
alphabet, and in a curious, primi- 
tive way. Thus the word for lion (as 
fn English) begins with L, and ac- 
cordingly the picture of a lion is made 
to stand for the sound L; the word 
for noose begins with O, and the i 
ture of a noose does duty for that let- 
ter. The hieratic was a cursive hand 
derived from the hieroglyphic, and 
was adopted by the priests as more 
readily written than the other. 
. Inscriptions on stone reach back 
as far as the fourth dynasty—that is, 
to about 4600 B. C. Besides these, 
there are preserved in the tombs and 
elsewhere innumerable writings on 
wood and manuscripts on a sort of 
paper made of strips of the inner 
fiber of the papyrus reed. In this 
way the bulk of Egyptian documents 
that have come down to us is enor- 
mous, extending over a period of 
about four thousand years, and em- 
bracing almost every branch of lit- 
erature. Perhaps the most interesting 
of these documents to us (apart from 
the famous “Book of the Dead,’’) are 
the short stories, a considerable num- 
ber of which have been published in 
easily-accessible translations. For 
example, “Egyptian Tales,” edited by 
W. M. Flinders Petrie, two volumes; 
Methuen & Co., 1895. 
It cannot be claimed that these 


stories have great intrinsic value as 
on the other 


literature. But, 


they do possess what commonly 
forms the chief interest of exotic 
works; they enable us to transport) 
ourselves to strange lands and past 
times, and so to extend our sympa- 
thies. To read these stories in chrano- 
logical order. would show us that in 
Egypt fiction passed through stages 
very similar to the growth of the 
modern novel, and as Mr. Flinders 
Petrie observes, “It would not be dif- 
ficult from these papyrus tales to 
start an historical dictionary of the 
elements of fiction.” 

The best of the tales. are “The 
Shipwrecked Sailor” and “Anpu and 
Rata.”* The former is the story of a 
sailor cast upon a magic island, where 
he has a strange adventure with a 
monstrous serpent. “Suddenly,” the 
tale goes, “I heard a noise as of 
thunder.

The Los Angeles Railway Company 
was defendant in a damage suit on 
trial in Judge Allen’s court yesterday, 
in which action Alexander Campbell, 
Esq., was suing for a judgment in the 
sum of $25,000 for personal injuries.

STRING QUARTETTE.

pers. It was our determination to break 
up the practice, which we believed had 
been indulged in, of selling that busi- 
ness handled in those cars to our east- 
ern connections, and it was our deter- 
mination to place all orange shippers 
in Southern California, so far as possi- 
ble, on an equality. This we could only 
do by taking the routing into our own 
hands and notifying all of our connec- 
tions that any contracts or concessions 
made with or to the owners of these 
car lines would be valueless, as we 
would undertake to send the business 
east of our line via such routes as we 
might elect. This deprives the car 
owners who may be shippers of any ad- 
vantage over other shippers. 

“The amount we pay for the use of 
these*cars is not extravagant, in fact, it 
is doubtful, should we own these cars 
ourselves, whether the interest on the 
investment, plus cost of maintenance, 
would not be a greater amount than 
we now pay for the use of the cars. 

“The management of the company 
that I represent, is in entire sympathy 
with the fruit growers of Southern 
California in their endeavor to prevent 
a concent of the citrus-fruit in- 
dustry in the hands of any man or 
any set of men, and I cannot be too 
emphatic in this declaration. 

“We have tried in every way that 
we can to foster and build up this in- 
dustry and we can always be de- 
pended upon to do everything we can 
consistently to promote its welfare. 


“T do not believe that the action this |. 


company has taken as to routing af- 
fects the citrus-fruit industry one iota 
except in cutting off illegitimate re- 
bates. When the change was made on 
the first of January it took some little 
time for everybody to adjust them- 
selves to the new order of things, but 
it is my impression that matters are 
running now quite smoothly and that 
no one is sufferi hardship. 

“Tt is our intention to give or with- 
hold information in regard to the ship- 
ments of oranges as may be desired 
by the fruit associations and other 
shippers. We have always arranged 
that all shippers shall have the same 
character of information. 

“As to diversions, it seems to me 
that under the new order of things they 
can be made under present methods 
just as well as they could before Janu- 
ary 1.
